Whaley continued to deposit and draw funds 
during the war until the accounts had been 
closed, po protest having been made by bim 
against the payment of checks in Confeder- 
axtemoacy. In 1870 he brought suit against 
the bauvk, claiming that the difference be- 
tween the actual vaiue of the Confederate 
currency, iu which his checks were pzsid 
after September, 1861, and the value of the 
gold which he had deposited previous to 
that time, was still due to him. The litiga- 
tion lasted until after Whaley’s death, and 
the Supreme Court of the State has sus'ained 
the Claim.

THE LICENSING OF LIQUORS IN 
ENGLAND. 


[By Telegraph t© The Corstitution. | 


Wasaincton, April 238.—The following 
dispatch was received here to-day: 


LitT_s Rock, ArK , April 27. 
U. &. Grant, President : 


Ono the 19th day of this month, as Gover- 
nor of this State, I telegraphed you there 
was an armed insurrection agaiost the legal 
government of this State, and made requisi- 
tion upon you for aid to suppreas it, and to 
prevent domestic violence. I have just now 
been advised that you never received the 

uisition. 

now take the occasion t» say that an 
armed insurrection exists in this Btate 
against the lawfully constituted authority 
thereof, and as the Legislature cannot wait 
until the 11th day of May, I call upon you 
for aid to protect the State against domestic 


violence. 
[Signed ] E. BAXTER, 
Governor of Arkansas, 

A similar call had previously been received 
from Brooks, claiming to be Governor ; and 
two atturneys in his behalf reached here 

esterday to urge a compliance with the call. 
Two attorneys, dispatched by Baxter, 
will soon arrive <n a like errand in 
bis interest. The question as to 
who is the actual Governor will 
be presented to the President for decision un- 
le s some other mode of settlement sha)! in- 
tervene before the matter is formally taken 
up for the executive consideration. Since 
yesterday moroing not more than fifty de- 
nositors of small amounts have applied to the 
Freedmen’s Say ogsi Bank for withdr.ve of 
funds.
